I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1957. 

This  year  has  been  the  least  eventful  of  my  experience  with 
no  matters  of  grave  significance  taking  place. 

Housing  development  continues  and  with  it  population  growth. 

It  now  appears  that  a  population  figure  of  10,000  vd.ll  be  reached  earlier  than 
I  previously  anticipated,  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  number  of 
births  which  exceeds  by  almost  one  half  the  previous  highest  total.  This 
reflects  the  fact  that  most  of  the  newcomers  to  the  District  are  young  persons 
whose  families  are  as  yet  incomplete.

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CONTROL  AND  PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


IMRJNISATION  : 

During  :1  957  ^  00  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  received 
primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  65  other  children  received  injections 
to  maintain  their  immunity. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  and  I  consider  that 
the  majority  of  those  eligible  have  been  vaccinated.  Some  delay  may  occur  in 
respect  of  those  who  specified  the  use  of  a  British  vaccine, 

BoCeG-c  vaccination  of  school  leavers  was  continued.  Twenty  boys  and 
twenty  four  girls  accepted  it, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  1957* 

Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  three 
additional  cases  came  to  live  within  the  district. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  34  cases  of  pulmonary  and  9  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  known  to  be  living  in  the  district,

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  G-«  Davies,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the 
following  information  relating  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  this  area, 

WATER  SUPPLY  : 

Leicester  Corporation  mains  water  is  piped  throughout  the  district  and 
a  total  of  3 >009  houses  with  an  estimated  population  of  9 >027  have  an  internal 
supply, 

A  further  26  houses  have  access  to  this  supply  and  cater  for  72  people, 
SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

Sewage  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  own  works.  The  houses  in  the 
district  are  served  by  3>406  water  closets,  leaving  12  premises  supplied  by  pail 
closets.  These  pails  are  emptied  by  our  own  employees  every  fortnight, 

32  cesspools  are  in  use,  2  having  been  construtted  during  the  year, 
whilst  4  were  abolished, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

House  refuse  is  collected  at  weekly  intervals  by  our  own  employees  and 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,
